‘ vours can prevent the Inperialifts from marching 
“towards Naples; if it isimpoilible to hinder that 
* Diverfion of their Troops, it is our Intereft to give 
© the neceflary Help towards bringing that Affair to 
*afpeedy Conclufion. And methinks, one might 
“hope, upon the Succefs of that Enterprize, that 
thofe Troops might be folicired, and-obtain’d for 
“the Succour of Spain.

“I know my Reafons, tho’ good, will have little

* the fame Tranquillity of Mind, and Quiet, which, 
* I thank God, I enjoy. Being well content with 
* the Beginnings I have made, only wifhing a happy 
* Conclufion to this great Affair: Affuring your Ex- 
* cellency, that nothing Private fhall ever mix with 
* my Thoughts for the Publick, But I juftly lay a Strefs

Catherine, with Orders to retire into the Town, if 
the Enemy attacked them on the Left, and endea- 
voured to ‘cut off their Retreat. Accordingly 
being atracked in Front, they made a vigorous Re« 
fitance ; but {ceing the Enemy wheel to the Left,the 
Count de Tef}> told Montteur de Guerchors his Father’s 
Order, which the latter not yielding to, and_af- 
hrming, that the Poft might be maintained four 
Days longer, the Count fhewed him the Order in 
Writing, with which the other was forc’d to com- 
ply. Monfieur Gnereho’s being met by Mentfieur 
de Geesbriant in his Retreat, and ask’d in a reproagh- 
tul manner, Why he had quitted his Poft,’ rerurn’d 
fo difobliging an Aniwer, that the other order’d 
him to be put in Arreft: Bur the Count de Teff?

Bs os Chefter and Ruby, fell in the next Day, off of the 
We" Livard, with the Bre? and Dunkirk Squadrons, 
making in all Fourteen Sail, under the Com- 
mand of Count Fourbin, and Mr. du Guay-Trouyn. 
The Britife Convoy, to give the Merchant-men 
the better Opportunity to efcape, engaged the 
French, and eatin with great Courage and Oo- 
ftinacy, but the Cumberland having loft her Matts, 
and being over-power’d;:was taken by Mr. du 
Guay, as were alfo the Chefler and Ruly, by Mel- 
fieurs de Courferac, and de Ne{mond.

_ Sit Cleudefly Shovell having made an Obferva- 
tion the 21ft of Oober, and having the next 
Day Soundings in Ninety Fathom, he brought 
to, and lay by from ‘Twelve rill about Six in 
the Afternoon, the Weather being very hazy ; 
but then the Wind coming up frefh at S. S. 
AV. the Admiral made the Signal for failing;

The Royal Ann was faved by great Pre- 

fence of Mind, both in Sir George Bing and his 

Officers and Men, who in a Minute’s Time, 

fec her Top-fails, one of the Rocks not beinga 

Ship's iength to Leeward of her, and the other 

on which Sir Cloudefly Shovell was ‘oft, as near as 

in a Breach of the Sea. Nor had the Lord Durfee, 

Commander of the St George. a lefs miraculous 

Efcape; for his Ship was dafh’d on th> fame 

Ridge of Rocks with the Affreretion, and the 

fame Wave which he faw beat out all Sir 
Cloudefly’s Lights, fet his own Ship a-float. 

Sir Cloudefly Shovell’s Body being the next Day 
after this Misfortune, taken up by fome Country 
Fellows,was {tripp’d and buried in the Sand: But 
on Inquiry made by the Boats of the Salisbury 
and Antelope, it was difcover’d where he was 
hid; from whence being taken out, and the 
Earth wafh’d off, he appeared as frefh as if alive, 
tho’ he had lain interrd from the 22d to the 
26th, on which Day he was brought on Board 
the Salisbury, embowell’d, and the 28th of that 
Month brought into P/ymouth, from whence he 
was afterwards carried to London. This was the 
fatal End of one of the greateft Sea-Comman- 
ders of our Age, or, indeed, as ever this Ifland 

ss produced ; Of undaunted Courage and Refoluti- 
Cloudef. 0% Of wonderful Prefence of Mind in the hot- 
ly Sho. teft Engagements, and of confummate Skill and 
vel’s Cha- Experience: But more than all this, he was a 
ratter,wirh yult, frank, generous, honeft, good Man. He 
afoot Ace Was the Artificer of his own Fortune; and, 
count of his by his perfonal Merit alone, from the loweft, 
principal vaisd himfelf to almoft the higheft Station in the 
420%.

Men of War belonging to the Pirates of that 
Place, which fore’d them to accept ftich Con- 
ditions of Peace, as Sir Fohn Narborough was 
pleas'd to preferibe them. He diftinguifh’d him- 
felf in the firft Sea Engagement that happen’d in 
the late War, in Bantry-Bay, on the hrit Day 
of Mey, 1689. for which he recetv’d the Honour 
of Knighthood, being then Commander of the 
Edgar. He was foon after advane’d to the Rank 
of a Flag-Ofhicer; and upon, the breaking out 
of the prefent War, in 1702. he was fent with 
a Squadron of about Twenty Men of War, to 
join the Grand Fleet, and bring home the Ga- 
eons and other rich Booty taken by the Duke 
of Ormond and Sir George Rook at Vigo. ‘The next 
year he was promoted to a higher Poft, being 
appointed to command in Chief the Confederate 
Fleet defign’d for the Streights. confifting of 
Thirty-five Englifb, and Fourteen Dutch Men 
of War; and being come into Leghorn-Road, 
maintain’d the Honour of the Englifh Union- 
Flag, and fore’d the Governour of that City 
to give him a Royal Salute, which he had at fri 
refus'd. In that Expedition Sir Cleudefly fent two 
Men of War to endeavour to fupply the Ce- 
vennois With Money, Arms, and Animunition ; 
but for want of Intelligence, the Cevenneis not 
coming to the Sea-fhore, the Admiral exprefs'd a 
po Concern, that he could not relieve them 5 
1aving always been a warm Stickler for Liberty 
and the Proteftant Religion. In the Month o 
Fune, 1704, he joyn’d the Grand Fleet command. 
ed by Sir George Rook, in the Mediterranean, bad 
his Share in the Honour of taking of Gibraltar; 
and by his admirable Conduét, Bravery, an 
Succefs, in the Sea-Fight that happen’d foon 
after , between the Confedefate and French 
Fleets, oblig’d the Enemies Van to bear away 
out of the Reach of his Catinon ; and Count

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A.C: and tow out of Danger from Sir George Rook, 
1707. In a Word, Sir Cloudefly, tho’ but the fecond 
eyrrw  thenin Command, yet got the principal Honour 
of that .Day,.and contributed moft to.the Pre.

tant Conqueft of Barcelonz. In the Year 1706. 

Sir Cloudefly Shovell commanded. the whole Con- 

federate Fleet, which had on Board Ten Thou- 

fand Men,. under the Command of the Earl Ri- 

We''$, delign’d for a Defcent upon France, but 

being detain’d by ftubborn, contrary Winds, in 

Torbay, till the firft of Ofober, the Admiral, ac- 

cording to his new Orders, fail’d for Lishon, and 

from thence to Alicant, where having fet .on 
fhore.the Land-Forces, he rerurn’d to Lisbon, to 

prepare for a greater Expedition in the Year 

1707. Accordingly, about the latter End of 

Fune, Sir Cloudefly Shovell, with the Confederate 
Fleet under his Command, caft Anchor. in the 
Road of Nice, where he nobly entertained the 
Duke of Savoy, Prince Eugene, and the Englifo 
and Dutch Minifters on Board his Ship, and.with 
them concerted Meafures for the Attack of Tou- 
Jon. The Reafons that induced the High Allics 
to that ftupendous Undertaking, with the _un- 
forefeen Accidents, and. unfurmountable Difficul- 
ties, that occafion’d its Mifcarriage, have already 
been laid open, but we may here once more ob- 
ferve, That as the Winds and Waves are fubjetl 
to no other Authority, than of the great Direttor

fels, in the imperial Palace, in the Prefence of the 
Queen:of Hungary, Governor of the Low-Countries; 
from the Letters of that Empcror, tor confirming 
that Will, and the Guardians given to that Herr; 
and laftly, from eight Publick Treaties of Peace, 
that have fince beep made, in the Years 1523, 1f44 
IF§9, 1596, 15938, 1648, 1675, and 1697. 

To this it wii! not be amifs to add, ‘That not om 
ly the Emperor has own’d, in Renatus and William 
of Naffav, and the Princes of Orange their Suc 
ceffors, the Quality of lawful Heirs of the Houle 
of Chalon; but alfo the Moft Chriftian King, who 
has been concern’d in all thofe Treaties of Peace,

chatel, as appears by divers Patents, and feveral o- 
ther Pieces of the Procefs, begun inthe Year 1922, 
and continued till 1552, between the Houfe o 

NajJau, and that of Longueville, for the Univerfal 
Succeifion of Chalon, and the Reftitution of Neuf- 
chatel, Nothing can be more convincing to prove 
the Paflage of the Right of the Fief of Neufchatel, 
chatel from the Houfe of Chalen to that of Naffau;

This Maxim being laid, “tis certain that Leni;

Varenna, his two Daughters, were capacitated to be 
admitted to the Refumprtion of the Fief, as the firt 
was, and enjoy’d the fame till Death. But ’tis cers 
tainalfo, That none of their Defcendents could not 
have the leaft Right to pretend to ir, as not being 
of the Houfe of Neufchatel. 

_ Neverthelefs, Fob of Chalon, the fourth of that 
Name, Prince of Orange, yielding his Right, granted 
the Inveftiture to Conradus of Friburg, Son of Varenna 
and Nephew of I/abella, a Stranger to the Hout of 
Neufchatel; but who becoming thereby Count of 
Neufchatel, acquired alfo to his Family, the Title 
and Name of the Houfe of Neufchatel. 

In relation to which, it is neceflary to obferve: 
Firft, That in the Replevy of that Fief (of theagth 
of Aug. 1407.) which Fohn of Chalon had caus to 
be feiz'd, upon the Non-Delivery of a Regilter, 
that Prince puts in an exprefs Refervation of his 
Rights for the future. Every Body knows the 
Drift. of fuch Refervations and Proteftations, which 
is, to preferve ones Right in Cafes that may happen 
for the future. : 

Secondly, "That Conradus having no lawful Calling 
tothat Fief, and having been invefted by the Lore 
Paramount's Indulgence only, that Fief did thereby 
become a new Fief th his Hands. Feudum fit Ne 
vum, (fay the Civilians) quando conceditur illis, qu 
in eo fuccedere non poterant.

Fourthly, The Excelufion of Conradus of Friburg’s 
Collateral Relations is alfo exprefly ftipulated by 
the famous Homage the Council and Corporation 
of the Ciry of Neufchatel paid to John of Chalon 
IV. their Sovereign Lord, onthe 12th of Augu/?, 
1406. which contains a clear and exprefs Law, to 
determine the future Succeifion of the Fief, and a- 
gainft which no pertinent Objection can be made, 
We forbear making, in this Place, allthe Reflexions, 
that may be made upon that Act, which was the 
Refult of the Prince of Chalon’s Journey to Neufcha- 
tel, in order to compofe the Differences between 
the Count-Vaflal, and the Inhabitants; neither will 
we mention the good Regulations he made there, 
by Confirming the Privileges and Franchifes of the 
City, which Conradus of Friburg had attempted to 
curtail. 

It will fuffice to obferve, That one of that Ho-

Conradus fhould die without Iffue, or that either he or

Chalon, their Right to the Fief of Neufchatel, which 
depended on it, has likewife been preferved to 
them. 

Thirdly, It would be eafie to prove, That even 
in Fact, the Poiiibility of Prefcription being fup. 
pos d, there never could be found in the Inaétion, 
or Silence of the Counts of Chalen, a fufhcient 
Time for producing it. “Tis certain, that ever fince 
Lewis the Good, in Favour of whom the Overture 
of the Ficf was made in the Year 1457, and who 
caus’d Poffeifion to be taken of it, all the Princes of 
that Houfe, till Philibert, who was the laft Male 
Jifue, have us’d, according tothe Juncture of Times, 
all pofiible Endeavours for recovering this Princtpx 
lity.

All the publick Treaties of Peace, and fevertl 
Bills of Replevy, have fecur’d and preferv'd thet

The Wars that have lafted from about the mit- 
dle of the Sixteenth Century, till the middle of the 
following ; thofe which the late King William, 0 
England, of Immortal Memory, fuftain’d during 
his whole Life, together with his Minority, and fe 
veral other Confiderations which Hiftory may tur 
nifh on thar Subject, fuflice manifeftly to prove, that 
this Action, for the Recovery of Neufciatel, 18 oe 
volved entire, and free from all Prefcription, t0 the 
King of Pruffia, who now lawfully profecutes % 
Jn a word, that which entirely fecures this Acton 
from all Prefcription, is the Qualiry invefted in him 
for profecuting it. fof 

It has already been obferv’d, That the Fier 
Neufchare!l was beftowed in the Year 1288, up 
Fob Of Chalon, Second of that Name, for him 4n¢ 
his lawful Heirs for ever. The King of Pe 
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without Contradiction, one of thofe lawful Heirs Uw 


and Feodal Succeffors, call’d by the Feoffment of 
Truft of Renatus of NafJau, in his Will of 1944, 
authoriz’d, and folemnly confirm’d by the Empe- 
ror Charles V. Which, without doubt, forms a dou- 
ble Obftacle to the Prefcription. 

Fir, “Tis certain, that each Feodal Succeffor has 
aRight, when the Overture is made in his Behalf, 
to refume the Fief, and claim all the Rights, with- 
out their being hindred,either by Deed, or the Neg- 
lect of their Predeceffors, although the Courfe of {c- 
veral Ages might be objected. 

Secondly, It is no lefs certain, That the Eftates 
and Rights depending on a Feoftment of Trutt, 
can never be forfeited by Prefcription, ita ut, fay 
the Civilians, mec ipfe gravatus, nec etiam tertius 
Poffeffor, etiam cum titulo preferibat, nec {patio cen- 
tum Annorum, nec etiam currat millenaria pre{criptio. 
All the Feoffees of Truft, each in his Rank, being 
called by the Difpofition of the Teftator, and ha- 
ving each a proper and independent Right to the 
Fitare of the Feoftment in Truft, they cannot be 
deprived of it by the Deed, much lefs by the In- 
action of thofe who preceded them in Degree. 

But if the hlitiaalien of Hochberg, and the Dukes 
of Longueville their Succeflors, could no¢t extinguifh, 
by Prefcription, the Action of the Houfe of Chalon, 
for the Reverfion of the Fief, much lefs could they 
claim, by Prefcription, the Rights of the Direét and 
Paramount ran, Which might ealily be proved 
by feveral Reafons we forbear to mention for Bre- 
Vity fake.

And his Pruffian Majefty having, as has been

The Teftimony of fo many thoufands of Perfons 
will, undoubtedly, remove the Jealoufies of the mot 
diftruftful ; Neverthelefs, if particular A flurances 
fhould ftill be defired, in favour of the Catholick 
Parifhes of ‘the Cafellany of Landeron, his Majelty 
will make no difficulty, both for their own Sati 
faction, and that of the laudable Catholick Cantons 
in Confederacy with Neufchatel, to enter into all 
Engagements that fhall be thought proper for that 
end. : 

If the People of Neufchatel defire {till fomething 
more, concerning Spiritualities; as, to increafe the 
Number of Churches, Parifhes and Paftors, to ailign 
them Revenues, and to augment the fime wher 
they are not fufhcient, to provide for the Subfiftence 
of the Poor, and furnifh them with means of being 
ufefully employ’d, to fet up an Academy in the 
Capital City, and new Schools in the other Places 
of the State, where it fhall be judg’d neceflary ; In 
a word, if they defire that the Revenues, which 
formerly belong’d to the Church, be beftow'd on 
pious Ufes, is there any among all the Pretenders, 
who has the Ability and Power, like his Pruilian 
Majefty, to facrifice as much of thofe Revenues ® 
fhall be neceflary, towards all manner of pious 
Works ?

Compafs,and fo populous,that there is always a grea 
Number of Perfons who cannot findMeans to employ 
themfelves; and that moft of them go elfewhere of. 
rentimes to little purpofe, to improve their Induftry. 
He conceives, that nothing can be more advanta 
geous to them; than to give them Overtures and 
Means to cultivate their Talents, and pubh their 
Fortunes; And therefore his Majefty, who is fill 
intent upon every thing that may contribute to 
wards their Common Good, has readily determin'd 
to open to them fuch Expedients as he judg’d mot 
neceflary, and moft advantageous. This is whathe 
propofes to do : 

In the firft place, to favour the Education of 
Children of Good Families, particularly of fuchas 
may ftand in need of being eas'd in the Expene; 
his Mayjefty will conftantly breed up a certain Num- 
ber of them at his Court, in the Qualiry of his 
Pages.

their feveral Trades, unlefs immediate Care wa 
taken to remedy thefeé two main Caufes of thei 
Misfortunes. 

‘This Petition containing Complaints of great 
Confequence to your Majefty’s Subjects; and we 
being fenfible, that nothing byt a {trict and smpat- 
tial Enquiry into Matters of Faét could put them 
in a due Light, and enable us to diftinguifh be. 
tween ill-grounded Clamours, anda juft Caule of 
Complaint, in order to take the ufual Method of 
being rightly and fully inform’d, did refer the Pe 
tition to a Committee, and did alfo refer to the 
fame Committee feveral Papers, which theHoufeha 
found neceflary to call for from the proper Oiltees, 
for their better Information in divers things relating 
to the Navy. 

The Committee having prepar’d a Report, and

A Sixth Inftance was, That of the Rufi« Ships 
Outward bound this Year, which were attack’d by 
the Dunkirk Squadron, and Sixteen of them taken. 

And farther, in refpe&t to the Rufia Fleet, Mr. 
Daw/on inform’d their Lordfhips, That on the agth 
ef April, the Governor, and a Committee of the 
Mu/covia Company attended the Prince’s Council, 
to know what Comivoy was appointed to condutt 
their Ships to 4 rel: They were told, Their 
Convoy fhould be One Fourth, and two Fifth Rate 
Ships. Upon their reprefénting their Fears of Dat 
Ber from the Dunkirk Squadron, it was told them 

rom the Boat'd, They need not be under any AP 
prehenfion on that Score; for the Dunkirk Squ 
was gone Weltward, which prov'd true ; for on 
Thurfday following, the Hampton-Court, Grafton, a 
Royal-Oak , fail’d out of the Downs with the Shi 
under their Convoy, and the next Day, being 
ad of May, fell in with the Dunkirk Squadron. 

To fhew the Lofles and Difappointments @ 
have lately happen’d to the Fleets of the Mujceos 
Company, Mr. Dawfon acquainted their Lord 
with the Subftance of a Petition lately preten 
the Mu/covia Company to the Prince’sCouncil ; an¢ 
upon his Oath inform’d their Lordfhips of many 

_ Faéts, in order to make good what was contained 
in that Petition : But thofé Faéts being not part 
cularly fet down in his Depofition delivered rothel 
Lordthips, and fign’d by him, no Noticess taken 
them in this Report. , 

The Merchants alfo defir'd, that Notice: might 
be taken of the Gazette of the 8th of May laft. 

Seventhly, The Merchants inftanced in the Con 
voy which went with the King of Poreugals 
fs, and many other Merchants Ships, which ye 
attack d the roth of O&ober laft, by the Dunkirkand 


B. <j Squadrons joyn'd together, who burnt ia 
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our Men of War, and took three others, with about —y. 
30 of our Merchants Ships, 

To fhew this, the Merchants produced the Ga- 
xette of the 3d of November, 1707. 

Thefe feveral Convoys having been thus attack’d 
in the Soundings and Channel in lefS than a Year and 
a half, the Merchants infifted was a convincing 
Proof of their Infufliciency. 

The fecond Head of Complaint was, of the great 
Difcouragement and Prejudice to Trade, by the 
Merchants being under a Neceflity of waiting fa 
long for Convoys, whereby their Charges were ex- 
ceedingly increas’d, gréat Damages happened to 
their Cargoes, and their Markets were loft. 

They faid, If any of their Ships happen’d toefcape 
the Enemy in their Return home, their Loffes were 
much heightned by their long Lying for a Convoy 
to the River ; which, though very much and long 
complain’d of, yet feldom met with any Redrefi. 

One Inftance of the Damages arifing by the De- 
lay of Convoys was, That feveral of our Merchants 
had Orders in Fuly, 1704. for Buying great Quan- 
tities of Corn for the King of Po tugal’s Ufe, and 
had Aifignments on the Treafury here for 100000 
Pieces of Right: Accordingly a great Quantity of 
Corn was bought in Fu/y and Augu/?, and frequent 
Applications made to the Prince’s Council for Con- 
voy, and they promis’d from time to time to take 
care of it; but the Convoy did not fail from Pors/- 
mouth tilk the 6th of February following, near feven 
Months after they had Orders : And by this Delay 
their Corn was in a very bad Condition. 

The Merchants had an Order from the King of 
Portugal to the fame purpofe the Year before, bue 
then they had worfe Succefs in getting their 
Corn convoy'd to Portugal: And by thefe Difap- 
pointnrents, the Portugal Court was difcouraged in 
lending Orders for more Corn from hence, not on- 
ly by reafon of the great Difappointment as to timc, 
but by the Spoiling of the Corn, whereby our Corn 
was brought under great Difrepute ; and they now 
fupply .themfelves from Holland, and ther o the 
Dutch ndx only reap the Advantage thereot, bUL as 
the Corn comes chiefly to them from the Be/ti«! 
it is a grear Advantage to their Trade 
gation, ,% 
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Uy The 25th of March, 19707. a Fleet fail’d for poe 
tugal, but there was then a Profpect given, tha 
there fhould foon go another Convoy. This en. 
couraged the Shipping of great Quantities of Cor, 
and Woollen Manufa@ures; and the Heat of the 
Weather coming on, preffing Applications were 
made for that Convoy, but without Succefs, 

‘Phe roth of Auguft, the Grand Fleet fail’d from 
Portfnieuth, but took no Merchant Ships ander 
their Convoy. 

‘Vhe Merchants having continued Petitioning, 
till about the latter End of Septemler, then told the 
Prince’s Council in plain Terms, That if they did 
not granta Convoy immediately, the Goods aboard 
their Ships would inevitably. perifh in Port. 

At that time they promifed the Norfolk and Wa- 
fpicht ; the Merchants prayed. a {mall Ship might 
be added to fee their Ships fafe along the Coaftsai 
Portugal, but ‘that was denied ; and the Princes 
Council toldthem, The Warfpight had Orders 
that purpofe. : 

The Merchants acquainted them, That fo large 
a Ship at that Seafon durft snot venture {0 neat the 
Shoar as was neceflary to prote& the ‘Trade From 
Privateers lying near the Shoar ; and did alfo me 
prefent the Danger to which the main Fleet of Mer 
chant Ships bound for Lisbon, would be expoitt, 
if they proceeded with a fingle Man of War j Bit 
this was not regarded: So the Merchants wert 
fore’d to fubmit, having fome Chance for faving 
their Cargoes, if they proceeded ; whereas they 
had none, if they contintied longet in Port, @ 
notonly their Corn would be fpoiled, but all thet 
Woollen Manufactures were in Danger of Decaying 
by the heating of their Corn, as had been often & 
perienced. ' gle 

Soon aftera Report came, ‘That a Frenci, Ogu 
dron was cruifing in the Channel, and an Emparg? 
tiiereupon was laid on that Fleet. “The Pompe 

Nlerchants drew up a Remonitrance, reprefenting

During this time, feveral Frigats fail’d from Portf- 
mouth, and cruifed up as far as Dungene/s, within 
feven Leagues of the Downs, but, for want of Orders, 
took no Ships with them. 

Whilft thefe Ships lay there for want of Gon 
voy, there were At Spithead the following Men 
of War, many of which lay there a confiderable

per Ton Freight. 


Their Ships were ready, and the Wind was fair, 
but they were detain’d for the Convoy, and carried 
from Place to Place, fromthe Downs to Port/mouth, 
thence to Plym uth, thence to Ireland, thence to 
Barbadoes and Adtegoa, ftaying at each Place, fo 
that they arriv’d not at Famaica till the 3d of Fune 
lait, to the Ruine of their Voyage, and their Ships, 
of which they juftthen had an Account, that they 
are lately come back to Ireland. 

Mr. Coward, the 1 tth of February lait, let to 
Freight to the Commiffioners of Viétualling in the 
Queen’s Service for Lisbon, the Walthamftow-Galley, 

and as he was bound by Charter-party, under the 
fame Penalty ) was ready by the Firft of March laft, 
but was detain’d till the End of Axguft, before he 
fail'd from England. 

Captain Kerr appointed all the Ships at Jamaica 
to be ready to fail the Firlt of Augy? laft, but then 
he made them wait till the 26th of Augujt, and after, 
with his Convoy, left them all when at Sea. 

Mr. Palmer in 1705. had a Part in a Frigat cal- 
led the Ruby, laden with Corn and Bale-Goods for 
Lisbon; and in Company with many others, was 
convoyed.from the Downs to Port{mout) by the 
Litchfeild Prize ; but for waut of Orders, fhe could 
not fee them at P/ymouth, about ‘Twelve Hours Sail 
farther, where they might have joyn’d Sir Cleade/ly 
Siwvell’s Fleet, bound for Portugal. Upon this, the 
Merchants fent many Petitions to the Prince s ¢ oun 
cil, which, together with the Anfwers, ( being di- 
rect Refufals ) were inferted in his Depohttion. Mr. 
Palmer, im Perfon, afterwards, in the Name of the 
feveral Merchants. attended the Prince s Counci', 
and reprefented, That without fpeedy Relief, al 
the Corn aboard the Ships WOoOUIG be {poild ; vue 
the Anfwer was, That no Convoy could be grant. 
ed ; and at laft, by a vent aa the aa 
viuguft, about Twenty Qa o the ¢ wereca ek 
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and amongft them the Ruby, worth, at leaft, Seven 
Thoufand Pounds. 

For a farther Evidence, the Merchants produc’d 
to their Lordfhips the Gazette of the 8th of May, 
1707. and fhewed the Paragraph from Oftend, in 
which are thefe Words: : 

A Fleet of Merchant Ships, which lay Five Months 
in the Downs, confifting of Fifty-five Sail, arriv’d a 
Oftend this Evening, to the great Advantage and Satif- 
faction of this Place. 

This the Merchants obferv’d was a great Delay 
for fo fhort a Paffage, and: nvuft extremely prejudice 
the Flanders Trade, which the. Parliament thought 
fit to encourage by pafling an AG the laft Sethon 
for Repealing the Prohibition of Importing Lace. 

A Third Ground of the Merchants. Complaint 
was, That by the untimely and unfeafonable Pro- 
ceeding of Convoys, efpecially to the W/t-Indits, 
they were very great Suflerers upon many Accounts. 

By arriving there at an improper ‘Time, in the 
Hor, Sultry, and Rainy Seafons, a great Mortality 
1s occafion’d among the Seamen, which proves a 
Lofs of their Voyages, for Want of Hands to bring 
home their Ships, or puts them to vaft Charges to 
purchafe Men there. 

The fame Caufe obliges the Traders to the W%- 
Indies to Return in the Winter-time, when they 
commonly meet with ftormy and foggy Weather, 
which is often the Occafion of their Separation 
from their Convoy ; who being well Mann’d, and 
Crowding all the Sail they can, out-fail the Mer- 
chant Ships, being ( for the Reafons aforefaid ) ge- 
nerally but weakly Mann’d, and {0 are left in Dr 
ltrefs to the Mercy of the Enemy, or the Ss, M0 
want of a little Conduét in the Convoys in fhortning 
Sails, and taking Care of them. 

An Inftance of this was alledg’d in the Fleet now 
miiling from Jamaica, which came under Convoy 
of Captain Kerr, with Three Men of War, the 
Breda, the Sunderland, and the Experiment, and a 
Fire-fhip; Ohe of which, the Sunderland, came 
auione to Port/mouth, the Breda, and the Fire-fhip,

The Famaica Merchants Complain, That they 
had long lain under great Difcouragements. 

That about Oélober, 1705, they applied them- 
elves to the Prince’s Council, complaining of the 
many Loffes in their Fleet the preceding Year, 
which had to a great Degree difabled them from 
fending another that Year: But that however de- 
pending upon the then repeated Affurances, that 
they fhould have a fufficient Convoy to depart early, 
and more particularly, upon an Order fent from 
that Board to the Famaica Coftee-houfe, That the 
Merchants fhould get their Ships ready to depart 
by the 20th of Fanuary, at fartheft; They had pre- 
vail’d with fiindry Perfons to let their Ships go to 
Jamaica. Accordingly, Ships were fitted out with 
great Expedition, and Men hired at extravagant 
Wages. But after all thofé fair Promfes, their 
Ships thus fitted lay almoft Two Months beyond 
the time prefix’d, for want of a Convoy. 

The 21ft of March, the Merchants (as Men in 
Defpair ) reciting the former Aflurances given them, 
petition’d his Royal Highnefs, that their Ships 
might depart with the Firft Squadron, bound out 
of the Channel; adding, That if that Flect fhould 
mifcarry by their late going out, and Return, they 
defponded of getting Ships to carry on the ‘Trade 
the fucceeding Year. 

Howbeit that Fleer was detain’d till the begin- 
ning of Ma», and the ill Succet§ too well anfwer'd 
the Merchants A pprehenfions ; for the greatelt part 
of the Fleet, being feparated from their Convoy in 
their Return, were loft. 
~ That by thefe and many other Hardfhips, the 
'Famcica Vrade' is brought to fo low a State, that 
Whereas at the béginning of the War, their Fleets 

ome, have confilted of 20 or 40 Sal, when they 
were 
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The Merchants obferv’d, That if the Convoy \-wnY 
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yw were lately inform’d by the Prince’s Council, thar 4 


futhcient Convoy fhould be ready to depart with 
their Fleet in a proper time, they were obliged to 
acquaint the Board, that they had now but two 
Ships in Loading. 

They alfo faid, That, without fome fpeedy Re. 
medy, they fhould be quite difabled to make any 
farther Efforts to carry on the hopeful Trade begua 
to the Spanifl Weft-Indies; upon account whereof 
more Woollen and other Englifh Manufactures were 
fhipp’d to Famaica for that ‘Trade, than had been in 
feveral Years before. 

In refpect to the Virginia Trade; In O&ober 1705, 
fome Ships fail’d for Virginia, under Convoy of the 
Woolwich and Advice, who were order’d to ftay there 
till Reigfore’d from England ; and the Merchants 
were then promisd, That the Greenwich and the 
Hazardous fhould fail with the firft fair Wind in Fe- 
nuary following; but thofe Ships did not fail till 
May, 1706. This Delay was the -Caufe they did 
not reach Virginia till Auguit; at which time the 
greateft part of their Fleet had been 16 Months in 
their Voyage. By this length of the Voyage, their 
whole Freight was expended in Wages, Victuals, 
and other incident Charges. 

Secondly, The Ships lyiag there almoft Two 
whole Summers, feveral of their Bottoms were pe- 
rifhed by the Worm, which in thofe Parts, always 
eats in the Summer Months. 

Thirdly, To complete their Misfortune, they 
wereforc’d to make a Winter Pafflage Home, and 
by the Badnefs of the Weather, &e. 16 or more 
Ships were funk or foundred in the Sea, and about 
8000 Hogfheads of Tobacco loft, other Ships with 
above 2009 Hogfheads of Tobacco more were ta- 
ken and carried inta France, and divers of the Ships 
were fore’d back to America and fince Returning 
without Convoy are loft, and not heard of. 

The Particulars of thefe Lofles are annext to the 
Depoficions given ia bv the Merchants, and thereby 
it is alledged, ‘That the Publick Revenue has ful 
fer'd abov One hundred and fifty thoufand Pounds, 
beindes the very great Lofs to the particular Perlons 
concera d. 
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the Commitlioners for Trade, That it was neceflary 
aConvoy fhould go to Virginia in the Spring, to 
fetch the Ships which fhould be there, and that 
they fhould {tay there 20 Days after their Arrival, 
to collect them the | 







better together; a great body 
of Ships which had taken Stores, €c. for Lisbon, 
upon her Mayjelty’s Account, were thereby encou- 
rag’d to go from thence to Virginia, and many other 
Ships went from London direétly. But moft of thefe 
remain'd in’ Virginia in September laft, expecting 
this Convoy, and will now be oblig’d to come 
Home without Convoy in the Winter féafon: For 
though the laft Spring her Majefty in Council or- 
der'd a Convoy to be ready in Auguft, to go fot 
Virginia, yet they {till remain at Portfimouth By 
this the Virginia Ships will be fore’d to lie all Sum- 
mer in Virginia, and come home again in the Win- 
ter, and thereby not only the Merchants Lofles and 
Damages will be very great, and the Revenue fuffer 
much, but there is aboard this Fleet far greater 
Quantities of the Woollen Manufacture, for the 
Winter clothing of that Country, than has been 
wually fent to thofe Parts, which now camnot arrive 
till the Winter be over, and the Market paft; and 
Neceflity will juftifie thofe People for uridertaking 
our Manufactures, which many of them have al- 
ready fallen into: The ill Confequences of which 
the Merchants fubmitted to the Confideration of 
their Lordfhips. — .’ 

They alfo faid, That for fome Years paft there 
had been no Frigat appointed to:take Care of the 
Virvinia Coaft, for want of which, many Ships had 
een taken, going in, and coming out, by the French 

rivateers, 

Thefe Merchants prayed their Lordfhips to ufe 
fome Means, That the Coafts of Virginic may be 
guarded, proper Convoys appointed, and the Mer- 
chants have due Natice thereof, and that then they 
might neither be delayed nor diverted. and that the 
Adiniral’s Presection might ftand good, wil. the

Mr. Fohn Wood inform’d their Lordfhips, That 
in the fpace of 16 Months laft paft, he had been 
concerned as Owner and Freighter of feveral Ships 
that loaded Corn in the Port of Shoreham in Suffex 
for Holland and Lisbon. 

The Union Frigat was ready to fail for Port/imouth 
in Ofober, 1706. but the Coaft was fo infefted by 
Privateers, that fhe could not without apparent 
Danger, proceed to Portfmouth, though only 8 or 
10 Leagues diftant: ‘Thereupon he and other Ow- 
ners in like Circumftances, made frequent Applica- 
tion to the Prince’s Council for a Man of War to 
convoy thofe Ships, but they from time to time 
delayed to order any Ship to call at Shoreham. He 
faid, That upon one Application the Prince’s Coun- 
cil rold them, ‘That they had only fome third Rate 
Menof War, too large to lye on that Coat, ex- 
cept a Frigat of about 26 Guns, which Admiral 
Mitchell faid they might have, but Admiral Churchill 
faid, If fhe was fent, the would certainly be ‘Taken. 
At laft Mr. Hod, defpairing of Afliftance, after 
having waited fix Months ( the Ship lying at great 
Charges, ‘and having on Board a perifhing Commo- 
dity) notwithtanding the apparent Hazard, directed 
the Ship fhould fail for Pertfimouth, but they were 
foon chafed by three Privateers, and thereupon 
got under the Guns of Bright Helmfton, but found 
little Protection there, the Guns being not in or- 
der, and there being no Powder .to Charge them: 
But Night coming on, and the Weather bad, and

The Merchants gave an Account of the vaft Ad- 
vantage of the Mediterranean Trade, which, for a 
confiderable time, had been carried on with great 
Succefs by Nimble Gallies, without putting the 
Government to the Charge of Convoys. 

Mr. Gould inform’d, That, befide the Turkey- 
Trade, and Trade from feveral other Places in the 
Mediterranean, the Cuftoms of Leghorn, Venice, and 
Genoa, did amount to about 300000 /. Sterling per 
Annum, and an Account was alfo given in by him 
in particular, of the very great Annual Exports to 
Leghorn alone, confifting of our Manufactures, 
Goods of our Native Growth, and other Merchan- 
dizes, which Trade had continued for many years, 
While our Channel was, better guarded ; but of late 
itis, in a manner, quite interrupted for want of 
Cruifers in the Channel ‘and Soundings, and - many 
Rich Ships taken there. He mention’d in particu- 
lar the Mazaveen Galley from Turkey, worth above 
Bocce /, taken in the Soundings ; the Mediterranc- 
an Galley from Zant, taken off Beachy-Head ; 
the St. George Galley taken in the Channel; The 
Royal Anne Galley, taken in the Channel, where fhe 

ad made Boards for about 15 Days together, with- 
out feeing any one Cruiferto help her ; the Trwm- 
ball Galley, Rich in Money, taken near the Downs.—- 
He faid, He declined naming more, though 
he could mention feveral others, the rather, becaufe 
fome of them are included in the great Lift of 
Merchants Loffes given in to their ne con- 
ing of near 1160 Ships: But in order to fhew tne

of April, 1706. all his Men, exeept his Two Mates, 
the Carpenter, Steward, and Two Boys, were im- 
refs'd, and taken from him by one Saunders, 2 
lidfhipman belonging to the Ozford, and other 
Prefs-Gangs, {0 that his Ship lay in Danger; and 
he could not have brought her to London, but_by 
the Help of a Dutch Man of War, who furnifh’d 
him with Ten Men, after he was refufed by all the 
Queen’s Men of War, to whom he applied in every 
lace where he came, though in vain. 

In Fuly, 1704. the Roundburft Galley, Fohn Sampson

‘The Misfortunes of feve- 
nl Convoys being attack’d by a fuperior Force, 
were no Ways to have been prevented bur by whole 
Squadrons: Bur ir is to be obferv’d, That all the 
lnitances mention’d in their Lordfhips Report, hap- 
pened in the latter Years of this prefent War. In

There hath every Year been a Provifion made 
for Cruifers in the Soundings, Channel, North-Seas, 
and never Icfs than 12 for the North-Seas, and 16 for 
the Seundings,which were as many as other neceflary 
and preiiing Services would poflibly admit of; but 
they have been very frequently diverted from the 
Service of cruifing, upon the Applications of the 
Merchants themfelves, either for the Convoying up 
the Channel their Homeward-Bound Ships, or the 
fetching them from Ireland, or other Parts, and in 
Convoying the Trades to Archangel, the Baltick, 
Holland,€c. And there hath been a necelliry to com- 
ply with this, becaufe thofe Services could not pof- 
fibly be otherwife accommodated, unlefs fome ot 
the few Ships had been taken off, which were on 
various Stations placed on the Coaft, to fecure the 
Trade from one Port to another. 

4. As to the Complaint of the Arbitrary Pro; 
ceedings of the Captains of Her Majefties Ships, in 
impreiting Seamen from Merchant Ships in the 
Wejfi-Indics, and at ‘their Return into the Ports & 
Grect Britain. 

If this hath been done, it is contrary to the con- 
flant and direct Orders given to the fiid Captains, 
by which they are requir'd not to imprefs any Men 
irom Merchant Ships in the Plantations, without 
applying to, and receiving the Confent of the te 
fpective Governegs, and then never above One out 
of Five, which is more than have ever been exacted 
trom them during this War. And if for the better 
Manning Her Maijefties Fleet, any Men are taken 
trom Merchant Ships when they arrive here, the 
Captains of Her Majetties Ships are ftri@tly requit 
to fupply as many good Men in their Room to bring 
them unto the Ports whereto they are defign’d, and 
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Men have performed thofe Services, they are allow’d 
the ufual Conduét-Money to enable them to re- 
air to their proper Ships again. But if this fhould 

true, it muft needs in hard to their Lordfhips 
that the Merchant do impute to the Lord High 
Admiral, the Mifcarriages of his Ofhcers, which 
have never been complain’d of to him without a 
proper Redrefs. 

5. As to the Gofport’s being taken in her Paflage to 
the We/t-Indies in Fune 1706. with feveral of hes 
Convoys. 

This was an Accident that could neither be fore- 
fen or prevented ; and thefe Ships being taken al- 
moft 200 Miles in the Sea, on which occafion, as 
the Queen’s Officers did all that was poilible in the 
Defence of the Merchant Ships, {0 it is hoped that 
their Lordfhips Juftice and Wifdom will not make 
fuch Misfortunes Criminal. And as for the Parti- 
culars of that A€tion,they are contain’d in the Paper 
mark’d B. 

6. Another Complaint is, That the Lisbon Fleet, 
under Convoy of the Warfpight and Swiftfure, was 
attack'd in March, 1705, and 14 Merchant Ships 
taken in the Soundings. 

This Convoy had the Misfortune to fall in with 
17 Ships of the Enemies, which were going directly 
tom Brejt, to the W%eft-Indies, and by the greateft 
Chance imaginable met them in their Paflage , the 
particulars whereof are in the Paper mark’d C. 

7. It is farther alledged, That the Newfoundland 
Fleet was atrack’d in April, under Convoy of the 
Falkland and Medway Prize. 

Thofe two Ships did, in their Paffage out of the 
Channel, mect with 8 Sail of the Encmies Privateers, 

fom 30 to 20 Guns, with which they engag’d, but 
Carried all their Convoys fate to Newfoundland, cX- 
cept Two that made fail from them, and by that 
Means fell into the Enemies Hands. 

8. It is alledged, That a Coafting-Convoy was

Minutes of the Office of that very Day, there does 
not appear any Notice of the Enemies Ships being 
fail’d to the Weft: Wherefore thofe Three Ships, 
which were One of 76 Guns, and the other Two 
of 7o Guns each, were judged a fufficient Convoy 
between the Downs and Spithead, nor were there 
then any Ships within reach’ to have ftrengthned 
them. 

10. It is alfo alledg’d, That the Ruffia Ships Out- 
ward bound the laft Year, were attack’d by the E- 
memy, and 16 of the Merchant Ships taken. 

As to this matter, their Lordfhips are defired to 
be referr’d to a Paper mark’d D. by which their 
Lordfhips will find a particular Account of that 
Affair, from the time that rhe Merchants did firtt 
apply for the Convoy ; and that Sir Willam Whet- 
fione, with the Squadron under his Command, did 
conduct them into the Latitude of 63 Degrees, and 
that then leaving them to their proper Convoy, 
none of the Merchant Ships did fall into the Ene 
mies hands, bur thof¢ whofe Mafters did actually 
leave the faid Convoy, and that not till they were 
in the Latitude of 7o Degrees, about three Weeks 
after Sir William bVhetfone parted with them:

12. ‘The Merchants alfo complain, That they 
waited long for Convoys, and of the Prejudice they 
receiv d, When they return’d from foreign Parts for 
want of Convoys to the River Thames. 

This Head being general, their Lordfhips are de 
fir'd to be referr’dto what hath been already faid on 
this Subjeét in the beginning of this Paper. 

13. ‘Lhey farther alledge, That they had Orders 
in Fuly, 1704, to buy great quantities of Corn for 
the King of Portugal’s Ufe, and that in Fuly and Av- 
guft they did the fame; but that, notwithftanding 
their frequent Applications, they could -not obtain 
Convoy, till the 6th of February following. 

This feems to be fomewhat extraordinary ; for 
they fay, their Ships were ready to fail in Fu/y and 
Augnt; whereas the latter of thofe two Months, 
there were Orders given to her Majefty’s Ships 
the Pembroke, Canterbury, Greenwich and Gloneefter, 
to convoy the Trade to Lisbon; and on the 6th of 
September, Sir William Whetftone was ordered, with 
the Squadron under his Command, to fee them 1oo 
Leagues South South Weft from Scilly, which he 
did; and why the Ships that were ready in Fuly and 
Auguft (as is alledged ) did not proceed with this 
Convoy, their Mafters, or the Owners of them, or 
both, can give the beft account: Befides, there 
were feveral Ships of the States General, which call’d 
at Spithead in their way to Lisbonand (as it had been 
concerted at the Hague) took our Merchant Ships 
under their Convoy. And here it may be obferv’d, 
that although it hath been found impoflible to furs 
nifh Convoys for the Trade to Portugal at the im- 
mediate tines the Merchants have applied for. the 
fame ; yet there hath been 29 Convoys between 
England and that Kingdom, from the Month of 
April 1702. to O&ober lait, and fome of thofe Con- 
Voys no log than great part of the Fleet, and at 
other times confiderable Squadrons; and particu- 
larly in the Year 1706. there were five Convoys 
iN one Year, which makes it very improbable that 
the King of Portugal’s Magazines and Armies have 


been furnifh’d with Corn from the Ba/rick,

ings, Which prov’d afterwards (as they obferv’d) : 
to be Dutch Homeward-bound Merchant Ships from

It cannot be imagined, that this Caution was de- 
fign’d for their Prejudice, but rather entirely for 
their Service, as well as for the Safety of her Ma- 
jelty’s Ships: And as they own that the Norfolk, i 
Warfpight, and Exeter did fail with their Trade, fo 
do they alledge, that the Naf did not joyn them 
for want of neceflary Orders, for that the Fleet did 
not fail till Three in the Afternoon, and the Naffau 
came to Spithecd before Night ; whereas on the 
contrary, the Na/fzu pafled through the Downs the 
14th of Odober, 1706. and got as far Weftward as

21. Astothe general Article relating to the un- 
timely and unfeafonable Proceeding of Convoys, 
efpecially to the Weft-Indies, their Lordfhips are de- 
fired to be referred to what hath been already faid 
at the beginning of this Paper relating to that mat- 
ter. 

22. The Virginia Merchants alledge, That in 
Ottober, 1705. fome of their Ships fail’d front hence, 
under Convoy of the Wo0lwich and Advice, which 
were ordered to ftay till reinforced from England ; 
and that they were ‘promis’d, the Greenwichand Hua- 
Zardous fhould {ail the firft fair Wind in ‘Fanuary 
following ; but that they did nor fail till May, 
Which occafioned their not reaching Virginia till 
Augifi. 

The Greenwich and Hazardous were ordered for 
this Service, the 26th of February, 1703 but could 
hot get clear from Plymouth till the 24th of April, 
tnd ofi the 27th they were fore’d by bad Weathet 
into Falmouth ; but the Hazardous fail’d foon after, 

tthe Greenwich was difabled, and forc’d to come 
to Plymouth to refit: However, the faid Ship Green- 
wich {ail'd from Plymouth the frlt of Fune, and ar- 
riv'd at Virginia the rith of Auguft., and the 17th 
of September came from thence, with the Hazardous, 
Woolwich and Advice, and 182 Merchant Ships, and 
atriv'd with them in the Channel in November fo). 
OW ing, 

23. The faid Virginia Merchants have farther re- 
Prefented, That in hopes of Convoys proceeding 
irom hence to Virginia, the laft Spring, many Ships 
that carry’d Stores from hence to Lisbon, and others 
rom London, proceeded to Virginia, but remain d 
there till September laft, expecting Convoy, and 
muft now come home without in the Winter-fcalon 
And altho’ the Jaft Spring her Majefty in Coun- 
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cil otder'd a Convoy to be ready in Auguft, yet 
the faid Convoy remains at Pertfmonth. 

The Delays and Misfortunes which have hap. 
pend this Year to the Virginia Traders, are in a 
great meafure to be attributed to the different In. 
terefts and Opinions of the Merchants and Plans 
ters concernd in that ‘Trade; tg the frequent 
Wefterly Winds which have hindred their Depar. 
ture; and to the Delays occafion’d by feveral Mer 
chants letting their Ships to the Portuga! Coavoy, 
for tranfporting Horfes to Lisbon; which will be 
more particularly explained to their Lordfhips by 
the Paper mark’d H. 

24. They farther declare, That for fome Years 
pait there hath not been a Frigat appointed to take 
care of the Virginia Coaft; for want of which, many 
Ships have been taken going in, and coming out. 

The Men of War which convoy the Virginia 
Ships, have ufually Orders to. cruift between the 
Capes while the T'rade is loading: The Strombolo 
had thofe particular Orders ; and the Go/port, which 
was taken in her Paflage, (and which may occafion 
this Complaint ), had thefame.; and the Guardland 
is now upon that Service; and the Ships going to 
Vircinie have the fame Dire€tions. 

25. Complaint is made by Mr. Fohn Hood, of the 
Dithculties he met with in September, 1706. and fome 
time after, in getting a Ship of his, called, The U 
nion Frigct, to Portfmouth, 

This Ship took in her Loading of Corn at 
Shoreham, one of the moit difhcult. Ports along the 
Coaft to get out from: But when the Ships 0 
War are ordered, either Eaftward from Port/mouths 
or Weltward from the Downs, they have qlways 
Directions to call at the feveral Ports in their Ways 
and feveral have been unfuccefsfully ap yinted, ta 
act the Ships and Veffels out of this Harbour.

However, the aforefaid Two Ships did do it about 
the roth of Fune, 1707. and being on their Way 
towards Spithead, they received an Expref$ from the 
Mayor of Haftings, with an Account, that there 
were 18 Sail of French Men of War coming frem 
the Eaftward, with all the Sail they could make; 
which Advice, although it proved falfe, was not 
fafely to be neglected : Burt fo far were her Majefty’s 
Ships from Running from the Trade, upon this In- 
telligence, (as is falfly and malicioufly infimated) 
that they kept them Company, and brought them 
fafe to Spithead, as the Captain of the Charles Galley 
gave an Account, in his Letter of the 2oth of Fune, 
1707. and thofe Ships which occafion’d the Alarm, 
were her Majefty’s Ships the Defiance and Advi :e, 
with their Convoys, from the Downs. 

27. Mr. Winter depofes, ‘That he came from Gi- 
bralter the 14th of March laft, in Company of the 
Pearl, Hannover, and Lodington Gallies, and off of 
Beachy-Head two of them were taken by French Pri- 
Vateers. 

Thefe Ships were all Runners ( orat léaft called 
fo ) and had they put into Port/imouth, until an Op- 
portunity of Convoy had prefénted, the Perfon who 
complains of thefe Lofles would not have run the 
hazard he did. Nor can it be thought, that thefe 
Ships, which the Merchants call Gallies, can, when 
they are laden and foul, {ail much better than other 
Ships, not under that Denomination ; and therefore 
are confequently as much fubjeé ro Misfortunes, by 
going without Convoy ; and it is very reatonable to 
believe, that till this Trading by Gallies or Run- 
hers grew fo much in fafhion, the Lofles were much

plied to any of the Particulars in the Merchants

1. The Anfwer fays, That all the Inftances men- 
tioned in the Report, are in the latter Years of her 
Majelty’s Reign. 

The Lords Committees obferve, That an Ad- 
drefs of the Houfe of Lords, prefented to her Ma- 
jefty in the Year 1704. did lay before her the heavy 
Loffes of the Merchants, which had happened for 


want of Cruifers and Convoys for the Home- 


"Trade. 


Soon after the prefenting of that Addrefs, Sir 
George Bing, and Sir Folhn Fennings Were fent out to 
cruife, and continued cruifing till the Oévber fol- 
lowing ; during which time the Engli/b Ships were 
well protected, and many of the Enemy’s Privateers 
caken ; and the Lords hoped {there would have 
been no farther Occafion of Complaints from the 
Merchants: And allthe Loffes contain’d in the Re- 
port, now before the Houfe, have happen’d finee 
that Care was laid afide. 

2!/y. It does appear by the Papers fent to the 
Houfe from the Lord High Admiral, That in the 
Year 1706. the higheft Compliment of the Ships 
employ’d in the Mediterranean ( fuppofing them 
mann’d to that Compliment ) did not exceed 17373 
Men ; and in the Year 1707. the higheft Compli- 
ment of the Ships employ'd there, did amount only 
to.19990 Men.

Whereas it appears in the account of the Difpo-

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That Year after Year, from the beginning of the WW 


War, not one of his Ships had efcaped, having 
Men prefs’d out of them both at Famaica, and up- 
on their Return ( if there then was a PrefS ) except 
fuch as had run through all Danger into the Downs, 
and fo got to London. 

In particular he fwore, That he had complain’d 
to the Prince’s Council of Captain’ Fohnfon’s im-

The 17th Head of the Anfwer fays, That the 
Ships which the ‘Merchants’ fuppoféd lay idle at 
Port(mouth fo long, ‘were under Orders for particu- 
lar Services, as appears by the Paper marked G. 

_ Confideration of this Paragraph; and of 
the Paper marked G. to which it refers, the Matters 
of Fact, whereof the Merchants did complain, feem, 
in effect, to be admitted to be true ; and the Ser- 
vices for which it is alledged the Ships were de- 
fignedy do not appear fo prefling, but that fome of 
them might have bea employed to help the Mer- 
chants in their great er 

As to the 18th Head, which relates to’ Mr. Cow- 
ard’s Complaint of the long detaining of his Ships 
letto Freight to the Commiffioners of Victualling ; 
the Anfwer fays, It is not doubted they were taken 
up at fo much a Month Freight, and the Owners 
Will be paid for the time they ave been employed, 
according to the Agreement made with them.

The.2oth Paragraph affirming, That the Article 
in the Gazette of the 8th of May, 1707, which the 
Merchants had produced, was very ignorantly and 
unadvifedly inferted, the Fact being entirely wrong ; 
the Lords Committees thought fit to be informed, 
how that Paflage came to be put into the Gazette;

The 27th Paragraph of the Anfwer, relates to 
Merchants Complaints of the many and great Lof- 
fes of Ships off of Beachy, and upon the Englifh 
Coaft in their Return home. 

What this Paragraph fays, is, That thefe Ships 
were Runners, and fhould have put into Port/ineuth 
tillthey had an Opportunity of Convoy ; and when 
the Merchants fhatt leave off trading tn thefe Gal- 
lies or Runners, ( which are fubjeét to many Mif. 
fortunes by going without Convoy ) it is to be 
hoped their Loffes will be lefs. 

Their Lordfhips cannot think it ftrange, if the 
Merchants are very unwilling to put into Port/mouth, 
in hopes of Convoy, after the Inftances given by 
them of their Ships lying there many Months, 
in vain Expectation of Men of War to convoy 
them. 

As to the Propofal for the Merchants leaving 
off to trade in-Gallies, in Fxpectation of Convoys: 
The Lords Committees obferve, That the Ufe ‘of

be carried on by Convoys, that whole Trade will 
be, ina manner, loft to England, efpecially in re- 
fpect to Fifh, and other perifhable Commodities ; 
and would be foon felt, in a very heavy manner, in 
all Parts of the Nation, the great Confequence of 
that Trade fully appearing by the Merchants Proofs 
fet down in the Report made upon their Peti- 
tion. 

It is neceflary for the Safety and Honour of the 
Kingdom, and of all manner of Trade whatfoever, 
that the Channel and Soundings be well guarded ; 
and if this be done, the Traders in Gallies own they 
have no reafon to complain. 

The Enemy have not altered their Way of ma- 
king War by Sea: They always endeavour’d to in- 
feft our Trade by their Privateers to as great a De- 
- as they could; but it muft be owned, that of 
ate they have had greater Succefs than ever, and 
the great Encouragement they met with, (the Sea, 
in effect, being left open to them ) it is too pro- 
bable will foon increafe their Numbers. 

The Merchants do infift, That the Lift of Ele- 
ven Hundred Forty Six Ships, given in by them, 
does not contain all their Lofles during this War, 
but, in a manner, fuch only as have been taken in 
the Channel and Soundings, within two or three Ycars 
laft, and principally fuch as did belong to the Port 
of London. nie 

They have already had an Account of 34 Ships 
taken in the Channel and Soundings, {ince they made 
their Complaint to the Houfé of Lords ; of which 
Ships they delivered a Lift to the Committee, and 
affirmed, ‘That the Lofs of thofe Ships, by a modeft 
Compttation, amounted to above 170000 l, I hey 
affirmed, That belides thofe named in that Lift, fe- 
veral other rich Skips are mifling, and many of them, 
they fear, have met with the fame Fate, the Chan- 
nel and Soundings being infefted with the Enemy's 
Men of War and Privateers as mu¢h as ever. a he 
Neutral Ships which come into the Ports of Britain, 
declaring ‘that they have,been boarded by them in 


thofe Places feveral times in a Day. 
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Lsyny The Anfwer (as to what concerns Mr. Benjamin 


Way) favs exprefly, That Matter was not com- 
plained of ar rhe Admiralty-Office before it was 
brought to the Lords, 

This feems very ftrange, for it.appears plainly by 
the two Letters mark’d ¥. and’ K. referred to in the 
Anfiwer it felf, and fent therew’rh to the Lords, 
that both of them were written upon Occafion of a 
Complain made by Hay to the Admiralty, and 
are only Copies of the very fame Letiers which 
were annex dto 47's Complaint to the Lords, and 
were fnt together with the Lords Report to the 
Lord High Admiral. 

This is what the Lords Committees have humbly 
to offer to your. Lordfhips, in relation to fo much 
of the Anfwer as concerns the Merchants Com- 
plaints.

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tye The fecond miftake in this Obfervation is, That 
* the Royal Navy, inftead of being lef§ at the end of 
the War by 20 Ships, than it was at the begin- 
ning, was increafed by 113 Ships and Veflels, of 
which 39 were of the Line of Battle, befides 21 
Skips which were building on the 3oth of September, 
1697, whereof 12 were of the Line of Battle, 

And though in the fame Obfervation it be al- 
ledged, That nothing has been given in this Reign 
for building of Ships, yet the Provifion for the 
Navy in general, has been much larger in this 
War, than in the laft; for in this Reign there has 
been granted for the Ufe of the Navy, (includin 
the Ordnance for Sea-Service, and the Sums vote 
for the Service of the Year, 1708.) the fim of 
15266867 /. 175. 10d. 

Whereas all the Sums received by the Treafurers 
of the Navy, between the sth of November, 1688, 
and the 30th of September, 1697, ( including the 
Money given for building Ships ) only amounted to 
the Sum of 15126898 /. rs. § 4. 

It may be alfo obferved, That in the Year, 1698, 

ere were 105 Ships of the Line of Battle in 
thorough Repair ; whereas it appears that on the 
6th of December, 1707. three Firft Rates, eight Se- 
cond Rates, fix Third Rates, and two Fourth 
Rates wanted rebuilding or great Repairs, which 
confidering the Nature of the Ships, makes a great 
part of the ftrength of the Line of Battle. 

The Second Obfervation takes Notice, Thar the 
Number of the Ships of the Navy of France, taken 
or deftroyed by her Majefties Ships this War, does 
much exceed our Loffes, as appears hy the Papers 
mark’d L. and M. wherein there is no mention 0 
the French Ships deftroyed by the Ships of the States 
General, 

The Lords Committees take Notice, that by the 
Paper L. it appears the greateft number of the 
Enemies Ships, and thofe of the greateft Confe- 
quence, were taken or deftroyed in the Harbours 
of Vigo, Gibraltar and Ojtend, at the two firft o 
which Places the Ships of the States General 
aflifted. |

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And that during the War, only 2 Shi 
forts have been taken or deftroyed b aie Ships 
at Sea, and of that Number only five Ships from 
20 to 60 Guns, 

By the Paper mark’d M. it appears that the 
Number of her Majefties Ships and Veflels taken 
and deftroyed by the Enemies, during the prefent 
War, are thirty five, thirteen whereof are Ships of 
the Line of Battle from 50 to 80 Guns. 

The Sixth Obfervation is, That in the laft War, 
the Trade of the Nation had the misfortune to lofe 
near 4000 Ships. 

This appeared fo very ftrange to the Lords Com- 
mittees, that they fent to the Admiralty Office to 
be informed, if there was any Lift of thofe Ships. 
or what grounds they had for making that Affer- 
tion, 

The Anfwer fent in return to this Meflage, was 
a printed Paper, without any Name of the Author 
or Printer, in which are thefe words: “ It is ge- 
“nerally allowed, that the number of Ships and 
“ Veffels mifcarried fince the War, does not fall 
* fhort of 4000. 

Upon confideration of the Paper, it appeared to 
bea Libel, written as a pretended Anfwer, to am 
Account publifhed by Sethork? in the Year, 1695, 
of what Men of War and Privateers had_been 
taken from the French frorh the beginning of that 
War; and jt contains in it not only {candalous Re- 

eCtions upon the Parliaments of that Reign, but 
notorioufly falfe Reprefentations of Matters of Fact, 
Which might have eafily been known to be fo at 
the Admiralty Office; and therefore it feems very 
ftrange, that fuch aLibelfhould be offered as a*Proot 
to the Lords, in an Anfwer which is fuppofed to 
come from that Office. 

But as an Evidence that there can be no Foun- 
dation of Truth for this Affertion, the Lords Com- 
mittees offer to your hare Confideration, ‘That 
the number of .

To the latter part of this Sixth Obfervation, 
‘Fhat during the ‘att War, we had the Ports of 
Spain, as well as thofe in the Spanifh Veft-Indies, 
open to fecure our Ships, not only from the Enemy, 
but from bad Weather. 

The Lords Committees fay two things: Fivf, 
"Phat till now, they never heard that the Ports in 
the Spanifh Wef-Indies, were at any time to fécure 
Englifo Men of War or Merchant Ships. 

Secondly, That the many great Lofles complained 
of by the Merchants, appear to have been in the 
Channel and Soundings, and confequently the Spanife 
Ports, though open, would have been no very eflen- 
tial Countenance and Protection to them.
